with a 3 element beam. The crystal was inside the rig and hard to change as 
you needed to remove the case. The superregen receiver was OK, but not very 
selective. The tuning was very broad, I doubt that you could seperate 4 
strong signals in the whole band. When FM took over, the Twoers were pretty 
much useless in metro areas. No CW either.

Hi Dave, a tuned dipole IS a proper dipole. I may not of said it right 


but my 66 foot dipole works fine on 40 and 15 meters, shorten it by 
rolling up the wire for 30 meters ect. If I were going to carry an 
antenna tuner then I would take a 44 foot wire and load it on every 
frequency from 7.0 to 52 MHz.

I brought my NKOE Palm Serial Sender Kit down from the mountains and made it 
my snow-day project/ What a neat kit,and it should be really useful too. 
It interfaces a PDA running GoLog with your transceiver and automatically 


provides contest logging, memory keyer, and dupe QSO checking. 


The typical NJQRP Club kit - clear directions and top quality parts. It 
took about an hour or so to put it together and then about three hours to 
conclude that I didn't have any 9 volt batteries in the house. A trip to 
Radio Shack for some 2.1mm coaxial power plugs and then Home Depot for an 8 
pack of Rayovac 9 volt batteries was fun in my 4 wheel drive urban assault 
vehicle. Then another hour or so to find the Palm to DB-9 serial connector 
cable, and pretty soon the snow day was shot. Unfortunately, I didn't bring 
a rig to try it with, but the blinking LED indicates that it is sending all 
that the manual said it is supposed to. 


This is an ingenious kit and I know will be a lot of fun when I finally get 
a radio on the working end. My only gripes were the measurements provided 
for the front panel of the plastic enclosure. By the time I used my 
Islander mounted in a Dremel to hog out the 1/4" holes I drilled perzackly 
where I thought the measurements said, the switch, LED, and stereo ports 
out, the holes were more oblong than round. There just has to be an easy 
trick to getting this done right the first time. I repeatedly squander 
front panel material by drilling the mounting holes incorrectly. Can we 
start a thread on getting front panels drilled correctly to match controls 
and ports mounted directly to PC boards?

This is an updated bulletin describing a cumulative patch for 
Internet Explorer 5.5 and 6.0.

However since releasing the 
patch, Microsoft has received a report suggesting that the 
vulnerability addressed by this bulletin could be exploited to 
run arbitrary code on a user's machine. Microsoft investigated 
that report, and was able to develop a demonstration that 
exploits the vulnerability to run arbitrary code. We have 
released this updated bulletin to advise customers of our new 
assessment of the potential impact of the vulnerability, and 
of its updated severity rating. 


This is an updated bulletin describing a cumulative patch for 
Internet Explorer 5.5 and 6.0. The original patch is unchanged and, 
in addition to including the functionality of all previously 
released patches for Internet Explorer 5.5 and 6.0, eliminates one 
additional flaw in Internet Explorer's cross-domain security model. 
This flaw occurs because the security checks that Internet Explorer 
carries out when particular object caching techniques are used in 


web pages are incomplete. This could have the effect of allowing an 
attacker to execute commands on a user's system. 


Exploiting the vulnerability could enable an attacker to invoke an 
executable that was already present on the local system. It could 
also allow an attacker to load a malicious executable onto a user's 
system, or to pass parameters to an executable. However, a registry 
key setting discussed in Microsoft Knowledge Base Article 810687 
disables shortcuts in HTML Help, which significantly reduces the 
scope of this vulnerability as it removes the ability to load a 
malicious executable on a user's system or to pass parameters to an 
executable. 


An attacker could exploit the vulnerability by constructing a web 
page that uses a cached programming technique, and could then 
either host it on a web site or send it to a user via email. In the 
case of the web-based attack vector the page could be automatically 
opened when a user visited the site. In the case of the HTML mail- 
based attack vector, the page could be opened when the recipient 
opened the mail or viewed it using the Preview pane. 


On December 4, 2002, Microsoft released the original version of 
this bulletin. Subsequent to that time, Microsoft received a report 
suggesting that the vulnerability addressed by this bulletin could 
be exploited to run arbitrary code on a user's machine. Microsoft 
investigated that report, and was able to develop a demonstration 
that exploits the vulnerability to run arbitrary code. We have 
released this updated bulletin to advise customers of our new 
assessment of the potential impact of the vulnerability, and of its 
updated severity rating. 


The original patch released with this bulletin was and is effective 
in preventing exploitation of the vulnerability.

Mitigating Factors: 


- -Internet Explorer 5.01 is not affected by this vulnerability. 


- -The web-based attack scenario would provide no way for the attacker 


to force users to visit the site. Instead, the attacker would need 
to lure them there, typically by getting them to click on a link 
that would take them to the attacker's site. 

- -The HTML mail-based attack scenario would be blocked by Outlook 
Express 6.0 and Outlook 2002 in their default configurations, and 


by Outlook 98 and 2000 if used in conjunction with the Outlook 
Email Security Update. 

- -If the steps described in Microsoft Knowledge Base Article 810687 
have been taken to restrict shortcuts in HTML Help, then the 
following mitigating factors apply: 

-The vulnerability would allow an attacker to read but not add, 

delete or modify files on the user's local system. 

-The attacker would need to know the name and location of any file 

on the system to successfully invoke it. If invoked, there would 
be 

no way for an attacker to pass parameters to that executable. 

-The vulnerability would not provide any way for an attacker to put 

a program of their choice onto another user's system.

The 450 Ohm feedline loss numbers in the Handbook and Antenna Book are low 
by about a third. N7WS did a very nice set of measurements on several 450 
Ohm feedlines which he reported on in Antenna Compendium 6. 


I find the 300 Ohm TV twinlead harder to work with than the 450 Ohm ladder 
line. The small condutors on the 300 Ohm line can be difficult to strip 
without breaking a strand or two, and there aren't that many strands. The 
insulation is stiffer than on the 450 Ohm ladder line and can make handling 
more difficult. A much better option is the 300 Ohm ladder line which Chuck 
suggested. Loss figures for it are not in the handbook, even though this 
feedline has been out for a number of years. 


In practice, both the 300 and 450 Ohm feeders are about equal. When dust or 
moisture collects on the feedline, loss will go up. If the feedline is 
routed close to conductive objects, the loss will go up. Anything that 
unbalances the line will cause feeder radiation which is power not radiatied 
from the antenna. I believe that few amateur installations of this type of 
line have line losses approaching what is in the tables. Thi includes my own 
44 ft dipole fed in teh center with 450 Ohm ladder line. - Dr. Megacycle

This is the tale of a very ordinary builder confronting an 
extra-ordinary project (I warn you, this could get ugly!) 


For the past six months, a large portion of my free time (and my soul!) 

has been consumed with building the W7ZOI/K7TAU Spectrum Analyzer and 
Tracking Generator. This building project is unlike any other I have 
taken on: it is highly addictive, it gets under your skin, and it just 
won't leave you alone! 


W7ZOI and K7TAU first presented the Spectrum Analyzer / Tracking 
Generator in a series of QST articles in 1998/99. An excellent "board 
& parts" kit has been available from Kanga US for several years. Also 
available are at least a half dozen builder web sites, demonstrating 
various building approaches used in tackling this project. Tops among 
these sites is that of Mike Boatright KO4WX, whose prize winning 
spectrum analyzer was on display at FDIM'@2. But even with the Kanga 
kit, QST articles, and web builder resources, this is no "solder in the 
parts and fire it up" project. You have to put both sides of the brain 


to work on this: creativity and technical digging are essential. 


I have shamelessly stolen ideas from all of these builder sites and 
their photos and notes speak for themselves . N2CX's_ test topic 
articles were also a source of inspiration. I would like to share 
several (quasi-original) approaches I used, in the hope that this might 
be relevant in your own building projects. 


The challenge I set for myself was to use homebrew methods wherever 
possible, and to keep the cost to a minimum while achieving respectable 
performance from the completed Spectrum Analyzer/Tracking Generator. I 
had no desire to fork out large amounts of cash on die-cast rf-tight 
enclosures, bulkhead connectors, and feed-through capacitors. As you'll 
quickly discover if you choose to undertake this project, effective 
shielding is a paramount consideration. 


Like KO4WxX , I elected to build a home brew enclosure from PCB material, 
with the main modules built above and below a centre PCB plate. I 
already owned a discrete attenuator, and I wanted to retain the 
necessary +/- 15 V power supply as a discrete piece of bench equipment. 

Therefore, a total of 10 compartments were required in my Spectrum 
Analyzer enclosure ( 5 boards in the Kanga SA kit, plus the Tracking 
Generator, 70 MHz LPF, 110 MHz band pass filter, Calibrator, and 2 
dB/div amplifier) . Ultimately, I added an eleventh compartment, 
running along the front of the enclosure's lower half " This facilitated 

the mounting of switches, and routing of cables, external from the 
other fully-shielded compartments. The entire enclosure, including 
compartment walls, lids, shielding, (and "Manhattan" feed-through 
capacitors, to be discussed shortly) was constructed from five sheets 
of double-sided printed circuit board material, purchased for a total 
cost of $10 at Dayton. 


I'll have to rely on photos to give you some sense of the methodology 
used in planning and constructing the Spectrum Analyzer. See 

http: //users.imag.net/~lon.jbcumming/SATG.htm - Essentially, the 
enclosure was built "from the outside in", with the top and bottom 
halves being affixed to the centre plate at the end of the day, after 
everything else (lid shielding, coax interconnections, etc) was 
complete. This meant that I had to spend a lot of time planning up 
front- I couldn't lay it out "on the fly", as would be possible if 
discrete aluminum enclosures were used. 


Having committed to a home brew PCB enclosure, the next consideration 
was the choice of coax, connectors, and inter-compartment bulkheads. I 
had picked up a 25' roll of RG-141 teflon-dielectric coax at Dayton, and 
discovered its diameter was just a tad smaller than the inner diameter 
of 1/4" copper pipe purchased at my local building store. Since this 
coax can take a LOT of heat, I was able come up with an effective (and 


cheap!) construction approach to inter-compartment signal routing. 
Essentially the coax cable is inserted into a short length of copper 
pipe, which is then inserted into a 1/4" hole drilled in the PCB wall, 
with the wall<>pipe and pipe<>coax shield junctions then soldered on 
both sides of the wall. 


My biggest regret has been with the method I chose to use to terminate 
the coax onto the circuit boards: I thought I'd come up with a slick 
method for doing this (which you'll see in the photos on the link 
mentioned above). The problem is that it is difficult to simultaneously 
desolder the two rigid connections to the board, without doing damage to 
the plated-through double sided circuit boards. What I have therefore 
done is to "bend back" the shield stub from the coax, and solder it to a 
stub pre-soldered onto the ground hole on the circuit board. This 
permits separate desoldering of the centre-conductor and shield 
connections from the coax to the board. Although my intent was to 
eliminate the potential intermittent problems which might develop from 
using header connections, hindsight tells me a "quick disconnect" method 
is required at particular cable <> board junctions for calibration and 
troubleshooting. 


Contrasted with that regret is satisfaction with my minimal-cost 
"manhattan-style" feedthrough capacitors. Junk box ferrite beads, pcb 
scraps, and capacitors have been used to create what I believe is an 
effective way "to get DC into the box" while maintaining required 
shielding. Construction details are shown in the link mentioned above. 

Comments or suggestions on side-by-side testing with commercial 
feedthrough capacitors would be welcomed. 


Ongoing testing and refinement of the SA/TG is very much an open ended 
adventure. At this point I am struggling with optimizing the 110 MHz 
and Resolution bandwidth filters. While the authors provide many ideas 
for calibrating-as-you-go using the partially complete analyzer and 
other simple test equipment, it sure would be nice to have a 
fully-equipped electronics lab at my disposal! 


Why did I build this? Sure, I expect to end up with an extremely useful 

piece of test equipment which has cost only a fraction of functionally 
similar commercial units. (My total invested cost to date is less than 
$320 US). But like so many QRP homebrew projects, the reason for 
building doesn't come down to logical justification ( eg. who really 
"needs" three different 40 Meter monoband rigs?), but to the "magic" of 
the project itself. More than any other project, this one has allowed 
me to understand the NEQRP club slogan, "the excitement is building". 


I won't give any "no affiliation and unbiased" disclaimers regarding my 
enthusiasm for this design and kit. Enjoyment of W7ZOI's writings (and 
several wilderness QSO's) plus the warm hospitality of N8ET during 


several bike-expedition stopovers have permanently destroyed my objectivity. 
One recommendation: If you think you might be interested in attacking 
this project, do your homework well before Dayton! Start thinking and 


planning, and putting together a shopping list.

It had built-in NiCd 
batteries and came with a wall charger. I got it at Radio Shack at the 
time.
